did a splendid job. 

Stanley Matthews (‘Mr. Soc- 
cer”), of course, was the centre of 
attraction, and did not disappoint 
the spectators with his masterly 
control of the ball, to the con- 
fusion, at times, of the Australian 
defence, 

Perry, at outside-left, is the 
fastest winger ever to be seen in 
Australia, 

The English team did not only 
excel in short passing, but also in 
long drives upfield, which always 
find the man. 

McCabe, from South Australia, 
in goal, showed wonderful antici- 


pation, and saved many possible 
goals, although the crossbar and 
uprights came to his assistance 
several times, 

The seven goals scored could be 
classed as good goals. 

Jimmy Hagan (a guest player 
from Sheffield United), touring 
with Blackpool, and who played in 
the match, stated afterwards that 
Soccer in Australia had improved 
out of all recognition since his last 
visit with the English F.A. team in 
1951. 

In conclusion, Stanley Matthews 
did lose the ball on more than ene 
occasion.

Field Dimensions Question : 
Penalty Area to be Oval? 


“Soccer News” is always on the look out for articles on 
Soccer which not only express views held by supporters 
of the code in Victoria, but views which may be expressed 
in the 90 odd countries who-regard Soccer as the No. 1 
sporting interest. Recently returned from Scotland and 
England, a former President of the Brighton Soccer Club, 
Mr. Duncan McDougall, also a former Victorian State

will set tongues wagging in Victoria, - 


OST people know. the dimen- 

sions of a penalty area, al- 
though it’s amazing to find the 
number of ardent Soccer fans who 
have only the haziest ideas about 
field dimensions. However, in a 
full-sized playing field. the 
measurements of this dreaded-by- 
the-defenders area should be 18 
yards deep by 44 yards wide; in 
other words, an oblong. 


This oblong, or box as it is more 
commonly ealled, has long been 
the blight of inost referee’s lives. 
In this veritable no-man’s land, the 
gentleman with the whistle has.to 
make some hair-trigger decisions, 
and nowadays, with some of the 
world's greatest actors playing 
Soccer, he has to decide instant- 
aneously as to whether the player 
was genuinely fouled or merely 
pate, on the Oscar-winning per- 
ormance of the day. 


The penalty area being oblong- 
shaped “adds to the difficulty of 
refereeing, © Frequently we see 
arguments on e . two corner 
angles between players and re- 
feree as to the exact spot where 
the infringement occ Simi- 
i Ce eel gy ae ee 
place quite so regularly along the 
front or the sides of the box. 

Perhaps because it is easier for 
the referee at a distance to see and 
judge a straight line as against 
the meeting of two angle lines. 
‘This raises the question; Would it 
be easier:for the referee and fairer 
to the players if the penalty area 
was not oblong in shape, but a 
semi-circle? 

Whilst on holiday. in Scotland 
recently, and in the company of 


two prominent “Séottish _ Soceer 
officials, the conversation natur- 
aily turned to football. During the 
conversation I heard of, and had 
explained to me, some.of the pro- 
posed alterations to rules, regula- 
tions and field dimensions tabled 
at a recent meeting of the British 
Football Association. 


The objection and suggested 
change to the penalty area — by 
the Scottish Football Association, 
incidentally — was that the pre- 
sent area, whilst fair to both 
teams, was not fair to individual 
players. Look at it this way. 

A right-winger, for instance, on 
the attack and cutting in to goal, 
is fouled just imside the angle of 
the penalty box, roughly 25 yards 
from goal. A penalty is awarded. 
Yet in the case on Tie raat in ae 
No. 9 jersey, attacking strai, 
up the centre, he has to es wide 
18 yards of the goal before any 
foul on him would get the benefit 
of the penalty law. In short, a 
player can be fouled 25 yards from 
goal and sbe awarded a penalty, 
whereas a fellow-forward can be 
infringed upon 18 yards 6 inches 
from goal, and not receive the pre- 
cious penalty kick. a 

Now if the area was altered to 

a semi-circle with a radius of 22 
yards from the centre of the goal, 
the additional four yards to bal- 
ance the area lost in cutting off 
the angle corners — the line of the 
penalty area would be equi-distant 
from the goal centre, making it 
fair to one and all. Such an area 
would do away with the 10 yards 
radius semi-circle from the pen- 
alty spot, and with no corners to 
confuse him would also help that 
much-maligned official — the re- 
feree.
